A summary of the work done by 
all battalions of the Canadian rail- 
way troops in France during the 
month of January has been issued by 
the militia department. The state- 
ment shows that during that period 
nine miles of broad-gauge track 
were laid by the Canadians and 33 
miles of narrow gauge. The average 
number of miles of broad-gauge 
track maintained during the month 
was 49, while 141 miles of the nar-

on the narrow-gauge lines and 1,100
